New Pre-registration Plan Approved 


Several proposals for the im- 
provement of the _ registration 
system were approved in princ- 
iple by University Council on Fri- 
day upon receipt from the Princ- 
ipal’s committee on registration. 


The proposals will go back to 
the committee which now has the 
mandate to implement them as 
it sees fit. The new recommen- 
dations follow those that were 
defeated concerning pre-regi- 
stration at the last University 
Council meeting. 

The main recommendation 
proposes pre-registration for 
third and fourth year day and 
evening students. All courses will 
be selected in January. How- 
ever, these choices will not be 
binding, but changes will be al- 
lowed come September. Under 
this system it will be possible 
for the academic departments 
to rearrange their programs to 
a certain degree after the Jan- 
uary selections in order to ac- 
comodate the remaining students 
who register in September. In 
this way, there can be a limited 
rearrangement of the number of 
courses, size of room etc., based 
on preliminary January reports 
of student demand. 

Departments will have to list 
the courses offered in their by 
January Ist so that students will 
make their choice solely on the 
basis of course content since 
times and professors cannot be 
determined until budgets and ap- 
pointments have been finalized. 
Therefore students will have to 


register for a course not know- 
ing who will teach it or at what 
times it will be given. 


It was also pointed out by 
Principal O’Brien, at the meet- 
ing, that this proposal makes no 
real impact on problems at the 
second year level. It only margin- 
ally alleviates the sophomore 
registration problem. 


The Registrar, Ken Adams, 
indicated that students were very 


Evening division 


In a brief brought before the 
University Council the Commit- 
tee on the Evening Division pro- 
posed a number of recommen- 
dations, including the addition 
of a collegial level program at 
night.

The same logic, to a great 
extent, was behind the cutting 
of the YMCA portion of the bud- 
get.

The university paid 
less for this privilege, in the 
lump sum donated, than it would 
cost the students for individual 
$60 memberships.

The final recommendation 
turned out to be much less dras- 
tic than some of the above seen. 


The Committee’s main recom- 
mendations include the establish- 
ment of a six course preparatory 
program set up in the basis of 
the current Collegiate program 
in the Day division. This pre- 
university course load would not 
be introduced until September 
1971; next year’s program re- 
maining as it now exists. This 
would give students time to ad- 
just and prepare for the change. 


The report also proposed the 
abolition of the category ‘part- 
ial student’ in both undergrad- 
uate and preparatory programs 
and that more consideration be 
given to the establishment of 
continuing education programs.

Council felt that this was no 
longer a priority and those who 
wanted memberships should bear 
the brunt of the costs themselves.

It must be remembered that 
at this point these proposals 
are merely recommendations and 
they may not be implemented 
at all. However, they will pro- 
bably form the basis for any 
decisions to be taken in this 
area. 

University Council extended 
it’s appreciation to Professor 
Whitelaw and the committee for 
what it termed “a very com- 
prehensive and well-thought out 
report’.

Kierans talks to grits

“If you want Quebec to opt 
for Canada, you must opt for 
Quebec; but equally in opting 
for Canada, Quebec must allow 
you to opt for her.’ Thus de- 
clared Eric Kierans to a small 
gathering of 70 students in H- 
110 last Wednesday, under the 
auspices of the campus Liberal 
club. 

The Postmaster General and 
Minister of Communications dis- 
cussed participation in politics 
and the right of the individual. 
He outlined the main function 
of the student and the English 
speaking Quebecer as a “chan- 
nel by which this province par- 
ticipates in the totality of Ca- 
nada’. He encouraged the stu- 
dent not to leave the province 
6 move away from its internal 
problems but to remain and act 
as the mouthpiece of English 
Canadians even though they may 
have to absorb the French cul- 
ture and language. 

The Minister did not criticize 


the participation of the English 
speaking Quebecer, but that of 
parliament. He commented that 
“speaking as an individual po- 
litician and not a cabinet mi- 
nister, | am growing increasing- 
ly concerned about whether this 
institution (parliament) can func- 
tion as it should without some 
fundamental changes.” He _ be- 
lieves that the formal line di- 
viding the government and op- 
position is obsolete and should 
not exist. These divisions are 
unreal as not all government 
members are “passionate sup- 
porters of each government 
measure” and not all members 
of the opposition are “ardent 
opponents” to these measures. 
What Kierans would like to see 
is more “individuality without 
a discontinuation of the team- 
work” among MP’s. 

He concluded by saying that 
students as well should keep 
a certain amount of individuality 
about them. 


ESA byelection results 


Ross Miles and Wayne Gray were both returned 
to office by wide margins in the recent E.S.A. byelections. 
Miles remains as President while Gray moves from 
Executive Secretary to External Vice President. 

There was some doubt concerning the outcome of 
the position of External V.P. as many people felt that

“Senate elections in the Arts 
faculty were declared unconsti- 
tutional, when a technicality 
arose concerning the white pa- 
per on senate elections. 

In an emergency meeting, 
called for Thursday, the senate 
refused to seat the newly-elect- 
ed Arts senators because 60 
percent of the Arts faculty did 
not vote. The white paper on 
senate elections, accepted at the 
last senate meeting stipulates 
that sixty percent of the eligable 
candidates must be present a 
the start of balloting. ; 

A large section of the Arts 
faculty chose to boycott the elec- 
tions. . 

The house then officially an- 
nounced that it deplored the boy- 
cott, 7 in favour, 5 against, 
and 6 abstaining. 

However, the following steps 
were taken to rectify the situa- 
tion. The executive committee 
of the senate was empowered 
to meet with the executive of 
the Arts association in order 


to arrange for an election to 
take place within the next 7 
days.

The Joint Council on Univer- 
sity Affairs has accepted the 
“assignment’ handed them by 
University Council to forward 
an outline and recommendations 
for a University-wide Code of 
Behavior.

Service Secrecy 


The University Council on Student Life met 
on Saturday to discuss the allocation of next 
year’s Student Services budget. Money from 
this budget is doled out to such services to 
the student as the guidance office, health center, 
athletics, and the Dean of Students office. Each 
evening student pays nine dollars in the winter 
and eight during the summer session to student 
services. Each day student pays forty dollars. 
The government also chips in a fair amount 
so that, in all, over one half million becomes 
available’ to the U.C.S.L. How this money is 
apportioned is the students’ concern. He has 
a large amount of money tied into the budget 
and after all they are STUDENT services. 

Yet at the meeting on Saturday we were 
informed that budget figures and proposals were 
not to be disclosed in detail. The little black 
Bible, otherwise known as the report on budget 
proposals, recommendations and history is not 
available to the press. What has to be hidden? 
Why can’t such important information be dis- 
closed to those whom it concerns most? 

It’s hard to understand the reasons for the 
secrecy surrounding the report, unless someone 
believes that its disclosure would be ‘harmful’ 
to the interests of the student. After all, isn’t 
it dangerous if people actually know where 
their taxes are going?

Several months of discussion 
have ensued between Sir George 
and Loyola surrounding the pos- 
sibilities of a merger or at 
least a loose federation of the 
institutes. 


Sir George is clearly the po- 
tential winner in any deal. Land 
is scarce and the Hall Building 
is bursting at the seams. Future 
growth is stymied by lack of 
funds and the astronomical price 
of land in the prime downtown 
sector. Our lack of a library, 
Student Union, Arts Building and 
Athletic complex reflects Que- 
bec’s policy of reducing capital 
building grants, especially to the 
relatively well to do English 
sector. 


Loyola on the other hand is 
nearing the end of its agree- 
ment with the University of 
Montreal under which the various 





degree programs are offered. 
The prospect of University status 
for Loyola are uncertain because 
of the political embarrassment 
to Quebec of three major En- 
glish post secondary institution 
to the existing French one in 
Montreal. 


Those favouring merger cite 
economy of scale in new build- 
ing development, an operational 
savings and a resourceful pool- 
ing of academic systems to pro- 
vide a better pill for Quebec to 
swallow.

Two plays were presented last 
week by the Theatre Arts stu- 
dents, and they both were high- 
ly entertaining. One was an o- 


riginal play, SWUNG,~- by Ri- 
chard Lenz, and the other was 
ARIA DA CAPO, by Edna 
St. Vincent Millay. In each 


production it was obvious that 
’ much work had been done, and 
by opening night, no more re- 
hearsal. time was necessary. It 
is so assuring for an audience 
to watch a production that is 
prepared. My second thoughts 
concern the interpretations that 
were employed, and for the o- 
riginal play, my greatest doubt 
is the script, itself. 


To begin, both plays were done 
on a stage, stripped of all side 
maskings and backdrops. The 
back wall, side walls, and all 
stage doors were visible. The 
idea may be valid one, for 
SWUNG, but one problem exists 
-- the stage downstairs is a 
proscenium stage. It is remov- 


ed totally from the audience,

and nothing can be done to per- 
suade me that it is anything 
but a_ traditional stage. In 
addition, the back wall is so 
large, that the actors soon dis- 
appeared against this backdrop. 
The idea may be valid for 
SWUNG even though I feel that 
it didn’t work, but ARIA DA 
CAPO certainly shoud not have 
used this setting. The play is 
a Commedia dell’Arte styled 
piece, and needs a small area. 


It needs performers whe are 
masters of voice, dance, mime 
and spontaneity. The old actors 
who traveled the country-side 
and cities were not particularly 
concerned with themselves -- 
they came to entertain and used 
every one of their tricks to ful- 
fill this aim. In the play, Pierrot 
speaks of ‘becoming’ different 
characters, and in such scenes 
there must be grand movement, 
always verging on dance or 
mime. Why Holly Nish had the 
two performers do cartwheels 
is far beyond me -- they both 
did them haltingly. They were 
moving nicely and never had a 
chance to do more than take 
small choppy steps. On Co- 
lombine’s part, it really looked 
as if the director, herself, had 
instructed the precise step to 
use. (Anyone seeing CHAMBER 
MUSIC last year will remem- 
ber this) . As a matter of fact, 
the whole role of Colombine was 
close to that of Pearl White, 
which Miss Nish played last year. 


‘This play was not a very good 
piece of Commedia dell’Arte, 
although, thanks to the perform- 


ers, it was thoroughly. charm- 
ing. The second half of the 
play, with the shepherds was 


much less successful. It was 
not knit well together and this 
was painfully evident. There 
was much more need for re- 
searching the style in which the 
play was set. 


Music could have been a very 
great asset to ARIA DA CAPO, 
but there was none. And _ in 
SWUNG, a tremendous Herbie 
Mann arrangement brought the 
characters on stage, while they 
perfromed a very long prepa- 
ratory improvisation. The music 
was, to my mind, more of- a 
hindrance than aid. It seemed

On Nov. 26, Mr. Smith read 
some of his works in the Vanier 
Auditorium; included were his 
most recent impressions of the 
United States of America. He 
began with a poem called ““Fam- 
ily group” and continued with 
“Exiles” telling of a Polish 
exile living in England who dev- 
eloped attitudes out of being in 


perpetual exile. A sequence of 


three then followed: “Foreign 
Women’, ““Return’’, and ‘“‘Photo- 
graph’”’. 
a student of the future doing a 
thesis on society today and how 
he would look at the world we 
now live in. Mr. Smith then 
proceeded with “Two or Three 
of My Nastiest About Particular 
Types of Common People’;

“Fragments” spoke, of 


“Historian”’, “The Boss’, 
“Talking Head of the Depart- 
ment’. 


The next sequence of poems 
had been written on buses upon 
his arrival to the United States 
in March 1969. Of these were, 
‘“Midwest’’, ‘‘Inventory Itiner- 


ary’, “American  Distances’’, 
depicting the psychic distances 
existing in people who ‘are 


physically close to each other - 
the ‘““Midwest”’ in particular. He 
wrote of his encounter with a 
woman on a bus who heartbreak- 
ingly spoke of twenty years of 
misery and blood, and of seeing 
a child travelling alone who, upon 
greeting its mother received no 
warm words of welcome. A poem, 
““Amana Colonies” told of small

villages in Iowa where people 
coming from Europe tried to 
share their work load and wealth 
equally... the result being that 
the visions dreamed in Europe 
only disintegrated in North 
America. More of his work on 
the U.S. included ‘“‘Farmer’’, and 
“Notes on Chicago’, and all the 
things that it represents namely, 
violence. There is no doubt about 
it-Mr. Smith is depressing. I sat 
and listened to “The land is a 
dead reed, year goes out in its 
colours of burning paper,” “‘No- 
thing like failure remembers it- 
self’, “I’ve come to the bottom 
of myself through years of going 
down” until the total picture 
painted could not have been any 
bleaker or thoroughly disheart- 
ening. His poem “The Silent 


praise of nothing 


Majority” said something I al- 
ready knew: “‘silence begets no- 
thing, and nothing begets no- 
thing.”” By the time he had 
ended I felt nothing. Mr. Smith, 
I strongly feel, could have in- 
cluded some of his softer works 
to break the monotony of his harsh 
feelings that he felt about his, 
up until now, short stay in the 
United States. Each subsequent 
poem was merely a repetition 
of the last - filled with a bitter 
disillusionment of life. Mr. Smith 
is presently teaching at Slippery 
Rock State College in Pennsyl- 
vania and plans to remain there 
for three or four years. 


Mr. Smith, let me know of 
your highly critical feelings after 
you ve given the country a chance.

STUDENT CODE REVISIONS 


A number of slight revisions 
to the Student Code of Behavior 
were accepted by University 
Council last Friday afternoon 
.on. recommendation of the Re- 
view Committee of the Student 
Code of Behavior. The most im- 
portant concerned the establish- 
ment of a Preliminary Hearing 
Committee. 


The Committee, composed of 
one day student, appointed by 


the Students Association, one 
evening student, appointed by the 
Evening Student’s Association 
and one Faculty member, ap- 
pointed by University Council 
will investigate the charges and 
either declare them unwarranted 
or if warranted refer them to 
the appropriate tribunal as out- 
line in the Code of Student Be- 
havior. In carrying out this func- 
tion, the committee will exam- 
ine the sufficiency of evidence 


concerning the charges and may 
call witnesses. 

Principal O’Brien, who _ in- 
troduced the motion at Univer- 
sity Council, later told THE 
PAPER that in no way was 
this action the result of recent 
charges that were laid due to 
the “cartoon affair’. “These 
revisions were planned and out- 
lined months earlier than the 
date ‘the cartoon’ appeared’, 
he said.

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TEAM TRIPPED FOR TWO 


The Georgians ice squad swung 
through the Eastern Townships 
last Thursday and Friday and 
came home on the short end of 
the stick. - In the first game 
at the University of Sherbrooke 
they met defeat at the hands of 
the Green and Gold as the Sir 
George crew was out-scored 
8-4.

yaw. During a sideslip at 3000 
feet, we suddenly heard a tre- 
mendous' clatter, apparently 
coming from our left wing. My 
first thought was structural fail- 
ure because of the great stress 
induced by these maneuvers, so 
we slowed the aircraft to min- 
imum air speed, to ease the 
strain on the airframe. Nothing 
happened, in fact, the knocking 
grew worse, so I called the 
tower, informed them of our 
predicament, and asked fora 
priority. landing clearance. In 
the meantime, I kept my eyes 
open for an emergency landing 
field. I wasn’t really worried, 
but I wanted to play it safe. I 
reasoned that because the air- 
place was- still flying, and well 
under control, the control 
surfaces were still functioning. 


I suspected that either a wing 
rib or a spar had broken, or 
possibly that the flaps may have 
become dislodged, so that upon 
landing we would need a long 
runway (because we wouldn’t use 
the flaps). For this reason, I 
bypassed the Beloeil airstrip, 
and continued on to St. Hubert, 
with its 7800’ runway. As we 
approached the airport, the tower 
called us over the radio, to ad- 
vise us that there was a fire 
truck and an ambulance waiting 
for us. I responded that I didn’t 
think the emergency equipment

This incident, although in it- 
self of a minor. nature, empha- 
sized the value of having a ground 
crew ready to help out in the 
event of real trouble. Their 
presence is a vital contribution 
to aviation and may well be one 
of the reasons why flying is as 
safe as it is today.
